SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Monday, April 28, 2014, my partners (Officer Ramirez #139 and Officer 
Anderson #127) and | (Officer Trujillo #136) were working as contracted, 
uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District 
(H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 
90028 (323) 465-0122. We were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as Boy-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the listed date and time, We were dispatched to the area of 1640 Cahuenga 
Boulevard (rear alleyway) regarding a large group gathering at the location 
causing a disturbance. 


Due to the recent complaints from the local business owners and residence 
regarding “quality of life” issues at the listed location, we decided enter the 
location in a slow and quiet approach. 


As we entered the location, we observed several people engaging in a loud and 
verbal argument with each other. We decided to make contact with the group 
in the “EaCa (East Cahuenga) Alley Way.” As we were approaching from the 
north entrance, | observed a Male, Black Adult (later identified as S/ Brawley, 
Kilvin (DOB 08/08/1972) walking south on the alley way holding in his right 
hand a “211- Steel Reserve” 16 Fl. Oz. aluminum can. Brawley then raised the 
aluminum can to his lips / mouth area and tilted his head back taking a drink 
from it. At which time, Brawley turned and saw me stating, “Shit, | shouldn’t 
have drank. I’m sorry sir. | Known | shouldn’t be drinking that.”

| then recovered the aluminum can from Brawley and saw it was a “211- Steel 
Reserve” Brand Malt Liquor that was *% full and cold to the touch. 


ARREST: 


| advised Brawley that | was placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as per 
837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see attached 
for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in Public). Brawley was 
then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) without 
incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Brawley has no prior contacts and or arrests from this office and or the BID 
Officers. 


Brawley did not advise were he got his beverage from. 
A short time later, BID Officer(s) Sewell and Reyes arrived to assist. 


We then escorted Brawley to the patrol vehicle and seat belted him in the 
patrol vehicle for his safety. Sewell and Reyes transported him to Hollywood 
and Highland LAPD / BID “Stop-In” Center to meet with the LAPD Officers at the 
location. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer Estes #39695 verified Brawley’s identification, 
via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Brawley was 
issued a “Release From Custody” citation(RFC# 85271) for the listed charge 
and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill 
Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 06/02/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of 
the Watch Commander Lieutenant Vidal.
